KanCare – Summary of Program and Extension 
Information

KanCare is the program through which the state of 
Kansas administers Medicaid. After a long period of 
study, the state determined that contracting with multi-
ple managed care organizations would result in the pro-
vision of more efficient and effective health care services 
to the populations covered by Medicaid and Children’s 

Health Insurance Program (CHIP) in Kansas, and would 
ensure coordination of care and integration of physical 
and behavioral health services with each other and with 
home- and community-based services (HCBS).

On August 6, 2012, the state of Kansas submitted a 
Medicaid Section 1115 demonstration proposal, entitled 
KanCare, to the Centers for Medicare & Medicaid Ser-
vices (CMS), a division of the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services. CMS approved that proposal 
on December 27, 2012, effective from January 1, 2013, 
through December 31, 2017. The state is now preparing 
to submit an application to extend the KanCare program 
for one year, effective from January 1, 2018, through De-
cember 31, 2018.

KanCare is operating concurrently with the state’s 
section 1915(c) Home- and Community-Based Services 
(HCBS) waivers. Together with the 1115 demonstration, 
these seven waivers provide the authority necessary for the 
state to require enrollment of almost all Kansas Medicaid 
beneficiaries (including the aged, disabled, and some dual 
eligibles) into a managed care delivery system to receive 
state plan and waiver services. KanCare also includes a 
safety net care pool to support certain hospitals that incur 
uncompensated care costs for Medicaid beneficiaries and 
the uninsured, and provides incentives to hospitals for 
programs that result in delivery system reforms that en-
hance access to health care and improve the quality of care.

The KanCare demonstration program:
•	 Maintains Medicaid state plan eligibility;
•	 Maintains Medicaid state plan benefits;
•	 Allows the state to require eligible individuals to 

enroll in managed care organizations (MCOs) to re-
ceive covered benefits through such MCOs, includ-
ing individuals on HCBS waivers, except:
◦◦ American Indian/Alaska Natives, who are pre-

sumptively enrolled in KanCare but who have 
the option of affirmatively opting out of man-
aged care.

•	 Provides benefits, including long-term services and 
supports (LTSS) and HCBS, via managed care; and

•	 Creates a Safety Net Care Pool to support hospitals 
that provide uncompensated care to Medicaid ben-
eficiaries and the uninsured.

The KanCare demonstration assists the state in its 
goals to:

•	 Provide integration and coordination of care across 
the whole spectrum of health including physical 
health, behavioral health, and LTSS/HCBS;

•	 Improve the quality of care Kansas Medicaid ben-
eficiaries receive through integrated care coordina-
tion and financial incentives paid for performance 
(quality and outcomes);

•	 Control Medicaid costs by emphasizing health, 
wellness, prevention and early detection as well as 
integration and coordination of care; and

•	 Establish long-lasting reforms that sustain the im-
provements in quality of health and wellness for 
Kansas Medicaid beneficiaries as well as provide a 
model for other states that are reforming their pro-
grams for Medicaid payment and delivery systems.

These regulations are proposed for adoption on a per-
manent basis. A summary of proposed regulations and 
their economic impact follows:

K.A.R. 28-4-802. Pursuant to Executive Order Number 
43, responsibility for foster care licensing was transferred 
from the Kansas Department of Health and Environment 
(KDHE) to the Kansas Department for Children and Fam-
ilies (DCF). This regulation is being revoked as it is no lon-
ger applicable to KDHE. There is no economic impact to 
DCF, to the general public, or to foster care licensees.

K.A.R. 30-47-3. This is a new regulation that incorpo-
rates much of the language previously found in K.A.R. 
28-4-802 and adds the requirement to provide basic 
household income and expense information when apply-
ing for or renewing a foster care license, as recommend-
ed by the Kansas Legislative Division of Post Audit. This 
regulation simply codifies current agency practice. There 
is no economic impact to DCF, the general public or to 
foster care licensees.

Article 2.—LOTTERY RETAILERS

111-2-62. Outstanding sales achievement awards. 
(a) Beginning with the calendar year starting January 1, 
and ending December 31, each year the Kansas lottery 
shall recognize its outstanding retailer locations as mem-
bers of the “Director’s Club.”

Membership in the Director’s Club shall be determined 
by the executive director of the Kansas lottery or his des-
ignee in the following categories: (1) top-selling conve-
nience stores; (2) top-selling grocery stores; (3) top-selling 
social environment retailer locations; (4) top-selling mis-
cellaneous retailer locations; (5) most improved retailer 
locations; and (6) any retailer with lottery (or lottery tick-
et) sales of $500,000 or more who was not recognized in 
any other category. The following criteria shall apply to 
the membership categories of the Director’s Club:

(1) The number of retailer locations selected for mem-
bership into each category of the Director’s Club shall be 
determined at the discretion of the executive director of 
the Kansas lottery.

(2) The most improved retailer locations shall be deter-
mined among those retailers selling a minimum of one 
hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000) in lottery ticket 
sales per calendar year based upon the greatest percent-

The Golden Ticket Retailers shall be deter-
mined by the executive director of the Kansas lottery or 
his designee. The Golden Ticket Retailers shall be select-
ed among Kansas lottery retailers who have not been se-
lected as members of the Director’s Club during the cur-
rent selection year. The Golden Ticket Retailers shall be 
recognized for achievement in the following categories: 
(1) retailers who achieved five hundred thousand dol-
lars ($500,000) or more in lottery ticket sales in the most 
currently ended calendar year, and (2) retailers who 
achieved one hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000) 
or more in lottery ticket sales in the most currently ended 
calendar year as well as the penultimate calendar year, 
and increased lottery ticket sales in the most currently 
ended calendar year by 20 percent or more compared to 
the penultimate calendar year.

 (c) The Kansas lottery retailers who are selected as 
members of the Director’s Club, along with those retail-
ers who are selected as Golden Ticket Retailers, shall be 
awarded recognition as determined by the executive di-
rector of the Kansas lottery.

111-401-206. Name and object of the game; rules 
and regulations.

8710; effective, T-111-5-24-17, April 12, 2017.)
111-401-207. Definitions. The following definitions 

shall have the following meanings unless the context 
clearly indicates otherwise.

(a) “Ante wager” means the wager that a player is re-
quired to make prior to any cards being dealt in order to 
participate in a round of play. This is a required wager to 
play the game.

(b) “Flush bonus wager” means the wager that a play-
er is required to make prior to any cards being dealt in 
order to compete against a posted paytable, regardless of 

the outcome of the player’s hand against the dealer. This 
is not a required wager to play the game.

(c) “Hand” means the seven cards poker that are held by 
each player and the dealer after all cards have been dealt.

(d) “Raise wager” means an additional wager that a 
player must make if the player chooses to remain in com-
petition against the dealer after the player reviews his or 
her hand.

(e) “Round of play” means one complete cycle of play 
during which all wagers have been placed, all cards have 
been dealt and all remaining wagers have been paid off 
or collected in accordance with the rules of the game.

(f) “Straight flush bonus wager” means the wager that 
a player is required to make prior to any cards being 
dealt in order to compete against a posted paytable, re-
gardless of the outcome of the player’s hand against the 
dealer. This is not a required wager to play the game.

(g) “Suit” means one of the four categories of cards: 
club, diamond, heart or spade. (Authorized by K.S.A. 2016 
Supp. 74-8710 and 74-8748; implementing K.S.A. 2016 
Supp. 74-8710; effective, T-111-5-24-17, April 12, 2017.)
111-401-208. Card and hand rankings. (a) The rank 

of the cards used in “High Card Flush,” in order of highest 
to lowest rank, shall be: ace, king, queen, jack, 10, 9, 8, 7, 
6, 5, 4, 3, and 2. All suits shall be considered equal in rank. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, an ace may also be used 
to complete a “straight flush” in combination with a 2 card 
and 3 card. The only permissible hands in the game of 
High Card Flush are certain straight flushes and flushes.

(b) The permissible straight flushes in order of highest 
to lowest rank, shall be as follows:

(1) “Seven card straight flush” is a hand consisting of 
seven cards of the same suit in consecutive ranking, with 
ace, king, queen, jack, 10, 9, and 8 being the highest rank-
ing seven card straight flush and 7, 6, 5, 4, 3, 2 and ace 
being the lowest ranking seven card straight flush.

(2) “Six card straight flush” is a hand consisting of six 
cards of the same suit in consecutive ranking, with ace, 
king, queen, jack, 10 and 9 being the highest ranking six 
card straight flush and 6, 5, 4, 3, 2 and ace being the low-
est ranking six card straight flush.

(3) “Five card straight flush” is a hand consisting of five 
cards of the same suit in consecutive ranking, with ace, 
king, queen, jack and 10 being the highest ranking five 
card straight flush and 5, 4, 3, 2 and ace being the lowest 
ranking five card straight flush.

(4) “Four card straight flush” is a hand consisting of 
four cards of the same suit in consecutive ranking, with 
ace, king, queen and jack being the highest ranking four 
card straight flush and 4, 3, 2 and ace being the lowest 
ranking four card straight flush.

(5) “Three card straight flush” is a hand consisting of 
three cards of the same suit in consecutive ranking, with 
ace, king and queen being the highest ranking three card 
straight flush and 3, 2 and ace being the lowest ranking 
three card straight flush.

(c) The permissible flushes in order of highest to lowest 
rank, shall be as follows:

(1) “Seven card flush” is a hand consisting of seven 
cards of the same suit not in consecutive ranking, with 
ace, king, queen, jack, 10, 9, and 7 being the highest rank-

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ing seven card flush and 8, 6, 5, 4, 3, 2 and ace being the 
lowest ranking seven card flush.

(2) “Six card flush” is a hand consisting of six cards of 
the same suit not in consecutive ranking, with ace, king, 
queen, jack, 10 and 8 being the highest ranking six card 
flush and 7, 5, 4, 3, 2 and ace being the lowest ranking six 
card flush.

(3) “Five card flush” is a hand consisting of five cards 
of the same suit not in consecutive ranking, with ace, 
king, queen, jack and 9 being the highest ranking five 
card flush and 6, 4, 3, 2 and ace being the lowest ranking 
five card flush.

(4) “Four card flush” is a hand consisting of four cards 
of the same suit not in consecutive ranking, with ace, 
king, queen and 10 being the highest ranking four card 
flush and 5, 3, 2 and ace being the lowest ranking four 
card flush.

(d) When comparing two hands that are of identical 
rank, the hand that contains the highest ranking card that 
is not contained in the other hand shall be considered the 
higher ranking hand. If the hands are of identical rank af-
ter the application of this comparison, the hands shall be 
considered a tie or draw and any ante wager and play wa-
ger are returned to the player. (Authorized by K.S.A. 2016 
Supp. 74-8710 and 74-8748; implementing K.S.A. 2016 
Supp. 74-8710; effective, T-111-5-24-17, April 12, 2017.)
111-401-209. Wagers. (a) The following wagers may 

be placed in the game of High Card Flush:
(1) In order to participate in a round of play, before any 

cards are dealt a player must place an ante wager that is 
in any amount within the minimum and maximum wa-
gers posted at the table.

(2) After examination of his or her cards, each player 
who has placed an ante wager shall have the option to 
either forfeit the ante wager and end his or her partici-
pation against the dealer’s hand or compete against the 
dealer. If a player chooses to compete against the dealer, 
the player must place one of the following raise wagers:

(A) if the player’s hand contains fewer than five (5) 
cards of the same suit, the raise wager must be in the 
same amount as the player’s ante wager;

(B) if the player’s hand contains five (5) or more cards 
of the same suit, the raise wager may be in any amount 
up to two times the player’s ante wager; or,

(C) if the player’s hand contains six (6) or seven (7) 
cards of the same suit, the raise wager may be in any 
amount up to three times the player’s ante wager.

(3) A player placing an ante wager may also compete 
against a paytable by placing a flush bonus wager and/
or straight flush bonus wager in any amount within the 
minimum and maximum wagers posted at the table; or,

(4) A player may compete against both the dealer and 
the paytable by placing wagers in accordance with the 
requirements of (a)(1), (a)(2) and (a)(3) above.

(b) All wagers at High Card Flush shall be made by 
placing gaming chips or authorized coupons on the ap-
propriate betting areas of the game table layout.

(c) Only players who have placed wagers at a gaming 
position at a High Card Flush game table are eligible to 
receive cards.

(d) No wager shall be made, increased, or withdrawn 
after the first card has been dealt in that round of play.

111-401-210. Play. (a) All ante wagers, flush bonus 

wagers and straight flush bonus wagers shall be placed 
prior to the first card being dealt in a round of play.

(b) Beginning with the first player to the left of the 
dealer and continuing clockwise in order around the ta-
ble, the dealer shall deal each player and the dealer seven 
(7) cards one card at a time face down.

(c) After all cards have been dealt, each player may ex-
amine his or her cards. Each player who places a wager 
shall be responsible for his or her own hand and no per-
son other than the dealer and the player to whom the 
cards were dealt may touch the cards of that player.

(d) After examination of his or her cards, each player 
who has placed an ante wager shall have the option to 
either forfeit the ante wager and end his or her participa-
tion against the dealer’s hand or make a raise wager. A 
raise wager must be equal to the amount of the player’s 
ante wager unless the player’s hand consists of five (5) or 
more cards of the same suit. If the player’s hand consists 
of five (5) or more cards of the same suit, the player may 
make a raise wager up to two (2) times the amount of 
the player’s ante wager. If the player’s hand consists of 
six (6) or seven (7) cards of the same suit, the player may 
make a raise wager up to three (3) times the amount of 
the player’s ante wager. If a player has placed an ante wa-
ger along with a flush bonus wager and/or straight flush 
bonus wager but does not make a raise wager, the player 
shall forfeit the ante wager.

(e) After each player has either placed a raise wager on 
the designated area of the table or forfeited his or her wager 
and hand, the dealer shall collect all forfeited wagers and 
associated cards, placing them in the discard rack or auto-
matic shuffling machine. The dealer shall then reveal the 
dealer’s cards and place the cards so as to form the highest 
possible ranking hand available for the dealer’s cards.

(f) The dealer shall then settle the wagers remaining 
on the table by performing the procedure in subsection 
(g) below. All cards collected during the procedure shall 
be placed in the discard rack or automatic shuffling ma-
chine.

(g) Starting with the player farthest to the dealer’s right 
and continuing counterclockwise around the table the 
dealer shall:

(1) Determine the highest ranking hand of each re-
maining player;

(2) Collect all losing wagers;
(3) Pay each winning wager in accordance with the 

payout odds listed below; and,
(4) Collect all player cards and place them in the dis-

card rack or automatic shuffling machine.
(h) All cards collected by the dealer shall be picked 

up in order and placed in the discard rack or automatic 
shuffling machine in such a way that they can be readily 
arranged to reconstruct each hand in the event of a ques-
tion or dispute.

(i) There are three winning payout types, as follows:
(1) A player in competition against the dealer shall be 

paid at odds of one to one on both the ante wager and the 
raise wager if the player’s hand is ranked higher than the 
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dealer’s hand, except that to win both wagers the dealer’s 
hand must contain a flush containing a 9 or higher rank-
ing card and the player’s hand must be ranked higher 
than the dealer’s hand. If the dealer does not hold a hand 
with a flush containing a 9 or higher ranking card, the 
player’s ante wager shall automatically be paid at odds 
of one to one and the player’s raise wager shall be re-
turned to the player as a draw (tie).

(2) A player placing a flush bonus wager shall be paid 
at the following odds:

Four card flush	 1 to 1
Five card flush	 10 to 1
Six card flush	 100 to 1
Seven card flush	 300 to 1
(3) A player placing a straight flush bonus wager shall 

be paid at the following odds:
Three card straight flush	 7 to 1
Four card straight flush	 60 to 1
Five card straight flush	 100 to 1
Six card straight flush	 1000 to 1
Seven card straight flush	 8000 to 1

Article 4.—MATERNAL AND CHILD HEALTH

28-4-587. Staff member qualifications; professional 
development training; staffing requirements. (a) Staff 
qualifications. Each operator and each staff member shall 
demonstrate an understanding of children and youth 
and shall act with reasonable care and judgment.

(b) Program director.
(1) Each operator shall hire a program director who 

meets the following qualifications:
(A) Is at least 18 years of age and is at least three years 

older than the oldest youth in the program;
(B) demonstrates the following:
(i) Knowledge of child and youth development;
(ii) knowledge of the licensing regulations governing 

school-age programs;
(iii) administrative and supervisory skills;
(iv) the ability to communicate clearly; and
(v) the competence to manage the program in com-

pliance with the program policies, the program plan, 
and the licensing regulations governing school-age pro-
grams; and

(C) holds either a high school diploma or a general ed-
ucational development (GED) credential.

(2) In addition to meeting the requirements specified in 
paragraph (b)(1), each program director shall meet one of 
the following qualifications, based on the license capacity:

(A) For a license capacity of 30 or fewer children or 
youth, has been approved as a program director as spec-
ified in K.A.R. 28-4-429(b) or (c), or has at least three 
months of job-related experience;

(B) for a license capacity of 31 through 60 children or 
youth, meets one of the following requirements:

(i) Has been approved as a program director as speci-
fied in K.A.R. 28-4-429(d) or (e);

(ii) has 15 academic credit hours; or
(iii) has six months of job-related experience;
(C) for a license capacity of 61 through 120 children or 

youth, meets one of the following requirements:
(i) Has been approved as a program director as speci-

fied in K.A.R. 28-4-429(e);
(ii) has 60 academic credit hours;
(iii) has 12 months of job-related experience; or
(iv) has a combination of 30 academic credit hours and 

six months of job-related experience; or
(D) for a license capacity of 121 or more children or 

youth, holds at least a bachelor’s degree from an accred-
ited college or university and has job-related experience.

(3) Within 10 calendar days after hiring each pro-
gram director, each operator shall comply with one of 
the following:

(A) Obtain from the program director a copy of the ap-
proval letter issued by the secretary to document that the 
program director is qualified for the license capacity; or

(B) submit a request to the secretary for approval of the 
program director who has been hired.

(4) Each program director designee shall meet the re-
quirements specified in paragraphs (b)(1) and (2)(A).

(c) Administrator. Each operator of a program that 
has a license capacity of 91 or more children or youth 
shall employ an administrator who meets the following 
qualifications:

(1) Is not the program director or a group leader;
(2) is at least 18 years of age;
(3) holds either a high school diploma or a GED cre-

dential; and
(4) possesses administrative ability, knowledge of the li-

censing regulations governing school-age programs, and 
the skill to supervise the business operation of the program.

(d) Group leader.
(1) Each individual designated as group leader shall 

meet the following qualifications:
(A) Is at least 18 years of age and is at least three years 

older than the oldest youth in the group;
(B) holds either a high school diploma or a GED cre-

dential; and
(C) has job-related experience working with school-age 

children or school-age youth.
(2) Each group leader shall possess the following:
(A) Knowledge of child and youth development;
(B) knowledge of the licensing regulations governing 

school-age programs;
(C) an understanding of age-appropriate activities;
(D) the ability to communicate clearly;
(E) skills and abilities to implement the program of ac-

tivities; and
(F) the ability to foster positive, healthy relationships 

with children or youth.
(continued)
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(3) Each group leader shall meet the following require-
ments:

(A) Provide supervision and direction to the children 
and youth assigned to the group;

(B) supervise group activities during all hours children 
and youth are present; and

(C) provide supervision and direction to an assistant 
group leader.

(e) Assistant group leader.
(1) Each individual designated as assistant group lead-

er shall meet the following qualifications:
(A) Is at least 16 years of age and is at least three years 

older than the oldest youth in attendance in the group; and
(B) possesses the following:
(i) The ability to provide supervision and guidance to a 

group of children or youth under the direction of a group 
leader;

(ii) the skill and ability to carry out the program of ac-
tivities; and

(iii) the ability to foster positive, healthy relationships 
with children and youth.

(2) Each assistant group leader shall be under the su-
pervision and direction of a group leader.

(f) Substitute staff members.
(1) Each operator shall ensure that substitutes are avail-

able to work if there is an emergency or a staff member 
absence.

(2) Each substitute shall meet the requirements for the 
staff member whom the substitute is temporarily replacing.

(3) The name and telephone number of each substitute 
shall be available to the program director or the program 
director’s designee.

(g) Volunteers.
(1) Each volunteer shall be at least 14 years of age 

and, if working directly with the children and youth, 
shall be at least three years older than the oldest youth 
in the group.

(2) No volunteer shall be counted in the supervisory 
ratio unless the volunteer meets all the requirements of a 
group leader or assistant group leader and is designated 
as a group leader or assistant group leader by the pro-
gram director.

(h) Documentation of qualifications. In addition to 
meeting the staff record requirements in K.A.R. 28-4-582, 
each operator shall have on file an application form com-
pleted by each staff member, including documentation 
of the staff member’s qualifications. The documentation 
shall be on file on the premises or at a designated central 
office location that is accessible for review by the secre-
tary’s designee.

(i) Professional development training.
(1) Orientation training. Each operator shall provide 

orientation training to each program director and each 
staff member who is counted in the supervisory ratio. 
The training shall be provided before or within the first 
week the program director or staff member works with 
children or youth. Each staff member shall complete the 
training before being given sole responsibility for the 
care and supervision of children or youth. The training 
shall be related to work duties and responsibilities and 
shall include the following subject areas:

(A) The mission and goals of the program;

(B) the licensing regulations governing school-age 
programs;

(C) the program policies and practices, including secu-
rity and behavior management;

(D) the program of activities;
(E) supervision of children and youth, including any 

special needs and known allergies;
(F) confidentiality;
(G) recognizing and reporting symptoms of illness, 

child abuse, child neglect, and critical incidents as speci-
fied in K.A.R. 28-4-592;

(H) prevention of and response to emergencies due to 
food and allergic reactions;

(I) prevention and control of infectious diseases, in-
cluding immunizations;

(J) premises safety, including identification of and 
protection from hazards that could cause bodily injury, 
including electrical hazards, bodies of water, and vehic-
ular traffic;

(K) emergency preparedness and response planning 
for emergencies resulting from a natural disaster or a  
human-caused event, including violence at a premises;

(L) handling and storage of hazardous materials and 
the appropriate disposal of bio-contaminants, including 
blood and other bodily fluids or waste; and

(M) precautions when transporting children and 
youth, if transportation is provided.

(2) Ongoing professional development training.
(A) For purposes of this subsection, “licensure year” 

shall mean the period beginning on the effective date and 
ending on the expiration date of a license.

(B) In each licensure year, each program director shall 
complete professional development training as follows:

(i) For each licensure year ending during the 2017 cal-
endar year, 15 clock-hours;

(ii) for each licensure year ending during the 2018 cal-
endar year, 15 clock-hours; and

(iii) for each licensure year ending during the 2019 cal-
endar year, and for each subsequent licensure year, 16 
clock-hours.

(C) In each licensure year, each operator or program 
director shall assess the training needs of the staff mem-
bers and shall provide or arrange for staff training as 
needed to maintain the program in compliance with the 
licensing regulations governing school-age programs.

(D) In each calendar year, each staff member shall 
complete professional development training as follows, 
based on the staff member’s job responsibilities and the 
training needs identified by the operator or the pro-
gram director:

(i) For each licensure year ending during the 2019 cal-
endar year, 12 clock-hours; and

(ii) for each licensure year ending during the 2020 cal-
endar year, and for each subsequent licensure year, 16 
clock-hours.

(E) Each operator shall ensure that documentation of 
training is kept in each staff member’s file on the premis-
es or at a designated central office location that is accessi-
ble for review by the secretary’s designee.

(j) Staffing requirements.
(1) Staff coverage. Each operator shall have a sufficient 

number of staff members on duty to supervise the chil-
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dren and youth during all hours of operation and to pro-
vide for their health, safety, and well-being. Each opera-
tor shall provide staff coverage if there is an emergency 
or a staff member absence.

(2) Supervision.
(A) Each operator shall ensure that the program has a 

qualified group leader for each 30 children or youth attend-
ing the program, except as specified in K.A.R. 28-4-596.

(B) Each operator shall maintain additional qualified 
staff to ensure that the supervisory ratio of one staff 
member for each 15 children and youth is not exceeded.

(C) Each staff member counted in the supervisory ratio 
shall be assigned responsibility for the supervision of chil-
dren and youth and shall meet the following requirements:

(i) Meet the applicable qualifications for a group leader 
or assistant group leader; and

(ii) be physically present with the children or youth.
(3) Groups. Except as specified in K.A.R. 28-4-596, the 

number of children and youth in a group shall be limited 
by the following:

(A) The available space for activities; and
(B) the type of activity.
(4) Supervision of children and youth. Each staff mem-

ber working with children and youth shall provide su-
pervision to protect the health, safety, and welfare of the 
children and youth, and to reduce the risk of injury, ill-
ness, or abuse.

(5) Positive relationships. Each staff member shall en-
courage the development of positive adult-to-child and 
adult-to-youth relationships and shall be actively en-
gaged with the children or youth under the staff mem-
ber’s supervision.

(6) Location of each child and each youth. Each group 
leader or assistant group leader shall know the location 
of each child and each youth under the supervision of 
that group leader or assistant group leader at all times.

(7) Unescorted child or youth. Any group leader or 
assistant group leader may, based on the policy of the 
program and the age and responsibility level of the child 
or youth, give a child or youth permission to walk une-
scorted from one supervised activity area to another su-
pervised activity area or to the rest room. (Authorized 
by and implementing K.S.A. 2016 Supp. 65-508; effective, 
T-28-4-1-02, April 1, 2002; effective Jan. 10, 2003; amend-
ed, T-28-3-19-04, March 19, 2004; amended Sept. 10, 2004; 
amended June 23, 2017.)
28-4-592. Safety and emergency procedures; report-

ing requirements. (a) Telephone.
(1) Each operator shall ensure that there is a work-

ing telephone readily available to the operator and staff 
members to receive all incoming calls and make outgo-
ing calls during all hours of operation.

(2) Each operator shall post emergency telephone num-
bers for the police, fire department, ambulance, hospital 
or hospitals, and poison control center next to the tele-
phone, or shall have the numbers immediately accessible 
to staff members.

(b) Emergency plan; drills.
(1) Each operator shall develop and implement an 

emergency plan to provide for the safety of children, 
youth, and staff members in emergencies. The emergen-
cy plan shall include the following information:

(A) The types of emergencies likely to occur on or near 
the premises, including a fire, a weather-related event, a 
missing or runaway child or youth, a chemical release, 
a utility failure, an intruder, an act of terrorism, and an 
unscheduled closing;

(B) a designated shelter-in-place area and a designat-
ed off-premises relocation site and evacuation routes for 
each area and for each site;

(C) procedures to meet the needs of individual chil-
dren and youth, including each child or youth with spe-
cial needs;

(D) procedures for notifying each parent or adult respon-
sible for a child or youth of any off-premises relocation;

(E) procedures for reuniting each child and each youth 
with the parent or adult responsible for the child or 
youth; and

(F) procedures designating the tasks to be followed 
by each staff member in an emergency, including the 
following:

(i) As appropriate, contacting 911 or other emergency 
response entities;

(ii) assisting the children and youth, including children 
and youth with special needs, to move to a designated 
shelter-in-place area and to a designated off-premises re-
location site; and

(iii) ensuring that emergency supplies are readily 
available.

(2) Each emergency plan shall be kept on file on the 
premises.

(3) Each operator shall ensure that the emergency plan 
is provided to the parent or adult responsible for the 
child or youth before the first day the child or youth be-
gins attending the program.

(4) Each staff member shall follow the emergency plan.
(5) Each operator shall review the emergency plan at 

least annually and update it as needed.
(6) Each operator shall ensure that each staff member 

practices, at least annually, the procedures for assisting 
the children and youth to move to a designated shelter-
in-place area and to a designated off-premises relocation 
site. The date and time of each practice and a list of all 
participating staff members shall be recorded and kept 
on file on the premises.

(7) Each operator shall ensure that each staff member, 
child, and youth participates in the following drills:

(A) Fire drills shall be conducted monthly. A record of 
the date and time of each fire drill and a record of each 
evacuation time shall be kept on file on the premises for 
one year.

(B) Tornado drills shall be conducted monthly. A record 
of the date and time of each tornado drill and a record of 
each evacuation time shall be kept on file on the premises 
for one year.

(c) First aid and cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR).
(1) Each operator shall ensure that there is at least one 

staff member on the premises who is readily available 
to each child or youth at all times and who has a current 
certification in first aid and a current certification in CPR 
appropriate to the age of children and youth attending 
the program.

(2) Each operator shall maintain first-aid supplies in a 
(continued)
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first-aid kit, carrying case, box, or other container. The 
first-aid supplies shall include the following:

(A) First-aid manual;
(B) single-use gloves;
(C) adhesive bandages of assorted sizes;
(D) adhesive tape;
(E) a roll of sterile gauze;
(F) sharp scissors;
(G) sterile gauze squares at least four inches by four 

inches in size;
(H) a cleansing agent or liquid soap;
(I) an elastic bandage;
(J) tweezers; and
(K) a bottle of water for washing and cleansing.
(d) Standard precautions for handling blood and other 

bodily fluids or waste. Each operator shall ensure that each 
staff member complies with the following standard precau-
tions when handling blood and other bodily fluids or waste:

(1) Each staff member shall avoid coming into direct 
contact with blood and other bodily fluids or waste.

(2) Each staff member shall wear single-use gloves in 
the following situations:

(A) When cleaning contaminated surfaces or areas;
(B) before dressing a cut or sore that is leaking body 

fluids; and
(C) when cleaning up each spill, including urine, feces, 

blood, saliva, vomit, and tissue discharge.
(3) Each contaminated surface or area on which a spill 

occurs shall be cleaned by removing any visible spill from 
the surface or area with a water-saturated disposable 
paper towel or wipe. After the surface or area has been 
cleaned, the surface or area shall be sanitized by wetting 
the entire surface or area with a disinfectant solution of 
chlorine bleach mixed according to the directions on the 
label, or an appropriate commercial disinfectant used ac-
cording to the directions on the label.

(4) Each mop used to clean up a contaminated area 
shall be cleaned and rinsed in a disinfecting solution, 
wrung as dry as possible, and hung to dry.

(5) Each paper towel, sponge, or other material used 
for cleaning up a contaminated area shall be placed in a 
plastic bag with a secure tie and thrown away in a cov-
ered container.

(e) Emergency medical care.
(1) If a child or youth needs emergency medical care 

and is taken to an emergency care source, each operator 
shall ensure that the parent or adult responsible for the 
child or youth is notified immediately and shall make 
the following documents and information immediately 
available to emergency care personnel:

(A) The child’s or youth’s health history;
(B) the name, address, and telephone number of the 

following individuals:
(i) The parent or adult responsible for the child or youth;
(ii) a designated emergency contact; and
(iii) the physician designated by the parent or adult 

responsible for the child or youth to be called in case of 
emergency; and

(C) authorization for emergency medical care.
(2) If the operator has been unable to obtain the neces-

sary documents as specified in K.A.R. 28-4-582, the oper-
ator shall follow the plan approved by the secretary.

(3) A staff member shall accompany a child or youth to 
the source of emergency care and shall remain with the 
child or youth until a parent or other responsible adult 
assumes responsibility for the child or youth. When a 
staff member goes to the source of emergency care with 
a child or youth, the operator shall ensure that there is an 
adequate number of staff members available to supervise 
the remaining children and youth in the program.

(f) Reporting illnesses.
(1) If a child or youth becomes ill while attending the 

program, the operator shall immediately notify the par-
ent or adult responsible for the child or youth.

(2) If an operator, staff member, child, or youth in a 
program contracts a reportable infectious or contagious 
disease listed in K.A.R. 28-1-2, the operator shall report 
the disease to the secretary’s designee by the next work-
ing day.

(3) The operator shall follow the protocol recommend-
ed by the county health department and shall cooperate 
fully with any investigation, disease control, or surveil-
lance procedures initiated by the county health depart-
ment or the department.

(g) Reporting critical incidents.
(1) Each operator shall report the following critical in-

cidents immediately to each parent or adult responsible 
for a child or youth affected by the critical incident, on a 
form provided by the department:

(A) Fire damage or other damage to the building, or 
damage to the property that affects the structure of the 
building or safety of the children and youth;

(B) a vehicle collision involving children or youth;
(C) a missing child or youth;
(D) physical restraint of a child or youth by staff 

members;
(E) the injury of a child or youth that requires medical 

attention;
(F) the death of a child, youth, or staff member; and
(G) any other incident that jeopardizes the safety of 

any child or youth.
(2) Each operator shall report each critical incident 

specified in paragraph (g)(1) to the secretary’s designee 
by the next working day, on a form provided by the de-
partment. A copy of each critical incident report shall be 
kept on file for not less than one year on the premises or 
at a designated central office location.

(3) Each operator shall ensure that a report is made to 
the secretary’s designee of all known facts concerning the 
time, place, manner, and circumstances of the death of a 
child or a youth attending the program when submitting 
a critical incident report as specified in paragraph (g)(1).

(h) Reporting suspected child abuse or neglect. Each 
operator and each staff member shall report to the Kansas 
department for children and families or to law enforce-
ment any suspected child abuse or child neglect within 
24 hours. (Authorized by and implementing K.S.A. 2016 
Supp. 65-508; effective, T-28-4-1-02, April 1, 2002; effec-
tive Jan. 10, 2003; amended June 23, 2017.)
